Find 5 TB Cases 
In X-Ray Survey 


Five active cases of tubercalo- 
sis of the lungs, none of them pre- 
viously known, were discovered in 
the Andover X-ray survey which 
ran under the chairmanship of Fran- 
cis J. Rodericks from Feb. 25 to 
Mar. 7, Dr. William V. Emmons, 
chairman of the Andover board of 
health, announced today following 
receipt of a statistical report on 
the survey from the division of 
tuberculosis of the state depart- 
ment of public health. The official 
count for the total number X-rayed 
was 5,177. 

All five cases, Dr. Emmons said, 
were moderately far advanced in- 
stead of minimal cases as most 
often happens in survey discove- 
ries,

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Insects Damage 
Birch, Fruit Trees 


Precautions for property owners 
to take for the protection of trees 


against insects have been an- 
nounced by G,. R. Abbott, moth 
Superintendent. 


All citizens interested in pro- 
tecting their birch trees from in- 
sect damage, Mr. Abbot warns, 
should be prepared for attacks of 
the birch leaf miner. 

The adult of this insect, a small 
black fly, will soon be busy laying 
eggs on the birch leaves. The 
eggs hatch into tiny worms which 
in a few days start mining into 
the leaf. It is at this time a spray 
should be applied, as the spray 
is not effective when the insect 
gets inside the leaf, 

The flies are active laying eggs 
during a hot spell of several days 
duration with temperatures above 
70 degrees. The usual dates given 
for control measures are from May 
15 to 20 and again from July 5 to 
10. 

A spray of lindane at one pound 
in 100 gallons of water is recom- 
mended for control. Valuable birch 
trees would be better protected by 
a second spray about six days 
after the first spray, to destroy 
late hatching insects as lindane 
deteriorates after five days, 

Tent Caterpillars 

This insect is now prevalent 
on fruit and wild cherry trees, They 
gather in a nest or tents in the 
crotches of trees from which they 
crawl on warm days to feed on the 
leaves, 

They are easily controled while 
small by sprays of lead arsenate 
or D.D.T. They may also be des- 
troyed in their nests on cool 
mornings or evenings by crushing 
with a stiff brush or by painting 
the nest with creosote.
